The distinctive falling yell was a 
Goofy trademark, originally done 
by Pinto Colvig, who provided 
Goofy’s voice. It has been used in 
many films, most recently in The 
Prince and the Pauper. 


Did Walt Disney approve the 
plans for the castle at Walt 
Disney World, or was it de- 
signed after his death? 
М.М, Snellville, GA 
The Cinderella Castle was nof 
designed before Walt Disney's 
death. In the late 1960s, teams of 
designers at WED Enterprises 
(now Walt Disney Imagineering) 
studied famous European palaces 
and castles of the right era, in- 
cluding Fontainebleau, Versailles 


and the chateaus of Chenonceau, ` 


Chambord and Chaumont. The de- 
signers also turned to the original 
designs for the 1950 Cinderella 
film prepared by the Disney ani- 
mation staff. The chief designer for 
the castle was Herb Ryman, who 
also worked on Sleeping Beauty 
Castle at Disneyland park. 


David Hall began work on Alice in 
Wonderland in 1938. 

e 1991 marks the 40th anniver- 
sary of Walt Disney's animated 
classic, Alice in Wonderland (see 
page 44). The film had its world 
premiere in England on July 26, 
1951. Walt had thought of making 
a film of the Alice in Wonderland 


story in the early 1930s, possibly 
starring Mary Pickford; it was not 
until 1938 that he got started on 
the project in earnest. By then, the 
film was planned to be solely 
animation, and David Hall, a 
Hollywood artist and designer, 
was put to work interpreting the 
story in illustrations. But, with 
World War II intervening, it was 
over a decade before the film was 
finally produced.

Looking Back 


WALT DISNEY AND THE GOOD NEIGHBOR POLICY 


Fifty years ago as Europe was moving deeply into 
World War II, America was not yet involved, but dark 
clouds were gathering on the horizon. President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was worried about the influence 


of Nazi Germany extending to our neighbors in South 
America. As part of the government's Good Neighbor 
Policy, Nelson Rockefeller, then-Coordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs in the State Department, asked Walt 
Disney if he would travel to Latin America on a goodwill 
tour. Walt argued that he did not want to goona hand- 
shaking trip—but he was willing to take some of his ar- 
tists and make some animated cartoons about the area. 
This was agreeable to Rockefeller, so the Disney con- 
tingent set off in 1941 for Argentina, Brazil and Chile, 
bringing back to Hollywood sketches, songs and im- 
pressions of the South American life and culture. Two 
films came out of the trip: Saludos Amigos and The 
Three Caballeros. Both proved so successful with 
theater audiences that Walt did not need the subsidy 
promised him by the government.

NURTURING NATURE 
STUDY 


“Our job is to make sure the 
kids have a good time outdoors," 
says Greer Chesher, an environ- 
mental education specialist for the 
National Park Service, in Newbury 
Park, California. 

That sounds simpler than it is, 
according to Chesher, who ob- 
serves that many children have 
been "over-taught" in nature study: 
they have found their forays into 
the wild world to be filled with 
more information than explora- 
tion. The trick for parents who 
want to share the joy of nature 
with their children, Chesher 
points out, is to let their kids be 
the leaders and follow thern as 
they pursue a million little things. 

“We tend to turn our time with 
nature into a lesson," says Chesher. 
"We think we need to find sorne- 
thing important to talk about. 
Truth is a child's own fascination 
with a pill bug crossing the city 
sidewalk is more important than 
offering lesson-type information 
on insects—or anything else." 

Chesher says that the study of 
nature today is essential because 
children—especially those raised 
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in the city—tend to believe the en- 
vironment is relatively unimpor- 
tant. Even though they may be in- 
creasingly involved in recycling ef- 
forts, children often don't translate 
that effort into a personal sense of 
appreciation for the natural world, 
and they may not realize that 
everything we use comes from the 
environment. "And the younger 
you start with children, the better 
their sense of caretaking of the 
earth will be as they get older. It 
also gives them a better sense of 
themselves." 

Chesher has found that most 
parents and teachers feel they 
don't have the skills they need to 
introduce children to nature. She 
models her approach on what she 
remembers from her own child- 
hood. Chesher says she'll never 
forget how her father would create 
special moments for her to see 
and explore. “My dad woke me up 
in the middle of the night to see 
the first sputnik as it orbited the 
earth. And 111 never forget the 
long walks we took in the snow 
under a full moon or the times we 
went fishing at dusk." 

Chesher's father never lectured 
her on how things happened or 
what they were called. “I remem- 
ber, if we came upon an old, de-

PLANTING THE SEEDS 
OF GARDENING 


Far too many children think the 
food chain is a string of super- 
markets. It's easy to get to college 
without ever seeing a piece of corn 
growing on its stalk, pulling a ripe 
peach off its branch, or gathering 
seeds straight from a drying sun- 
flower. 


Gardening with children can 
transform that lack of awareness 
into an appreciation for what it 
takes to grow food and nurture 
flowers. The garden can also be a 
great science laboratory for 
teaching everything from weather 
to soil microbiology, from ecology 
to nutrition. 

According to Larry Sommers, 
educational products manager 
with the National Gardening 
Association in Burlington, Ver- 
mont, helping a child get started 
with gardening is easy. "Give the 
child his own pot, a garden plot, or 
an indoor plastic greenhouse, and 
give him an opportunity to guide 
what he wants to grow. Let him do 
as much as possible himself, and 
he'll love it." 

Sommers suggests parents en- 
courage their children to make 
gardening a long-range project by 
helping them select and sow seeds, 
transplant the seedlings, prepare 
the soil, care for the garden, and

teriorating log, for example, he'd 
say, ‘Oh, I wonder how that hap- 
pened,’ or we'd think of different 
ways it could have ended up 
where it was.” She recommends 
parents try to get their children to 
express their own ideas about 
what they are seeing. Saying 
things like “How do you think...” 
and “Let's see if...” tend to get 
children going, she says. 

Chesher encourages parents not 
to be intimidated by questions they 
can’t answer. “Don’t panic when a 
child says, What's this?” Just bring 
a backpack of guide books on the 
hike, and look it up together.” 

The key to enjoying nature with 
children, Chesher adds, is to pre- 
tend you're a child yourself. She 
suggests parents try to imagine 
they are seeing things for the first 
time, capturing the wide-eyed, 
happy, enthusiastic excitement of 
youth.

For older children, who may be 
more wise than wide-eyed, Chesher 
encourages parents to try projects 
and more goal-oriented activities. 
A five-mile hike, a sketch book, 
canoeing or bike riding, creating a 
leaf collection or a rain gauge may 
attract the interest of the fifth and 
sixth grader. But she cautions not 
to rush into the projects, because 
“for many who have been part of 
a structured education system, 
free exploration may be an ex- 
citing liberation in learning.” 

Although Chesher has taught 
children in some of the most 
beautiful natural classrooms on 
earth—Zion and Grand Canyon 
National Parks—she says parents 
can take their children.on nature 
explorations literally anywhere. “It 
doesn’t have to be a national park, 
it can be down the block,” she 
points out. 

“Whatever you do,” Chesher 
says, “drop your timetable and 
your agenda, and just have fun.”

harvest. The long-term project ap- 
proach, he says, teaches kids 
some of the most important les- 
sons about nature: “Gardens don't 
happen overnight. It’s a real stew- 
ardship. And projects that allow 
children to experience the full cy- 
cle of a plant's life or a season give 
them more than a snapshot of a 
magical experience. It gives them 
something they'll remember the 
rest of their lives." 

Gardening is increasingly being 
incorporated into school curricula 
as a life science teaching tool. The 
National Gardening Association 
has published a Guide to Kids'

WHEN IS A SORE THROAT 
SERIOUS? 


Sore throats—almost as com- 
mon in childhood as runny noses 
and skinned knees—often need 
more attention than parents realize. 

There is a big difference between 
a pre-cold sore throat and a pain- 
ful, potentially serious strep throat. 
About 90 percent of children will 
get a strep throat—a bacterial in- 
fection—sometime in their child- 
hoods, typically in the years from 
two to seven. The infection, if un- 
treated, carries the risk of rheumat- 
ic fever, an increasingly common 
disease which can permanently 
damage the heart and kidneys. 

How can parents tell the dif 
ference between a cold (viral) in- 
fection and something more seri- 
ous? According to Carol Roberts 


Gerson, M.D.,F.A.A.P., F.A.C.S., a 
pediatric otolaryngologist at 
Childrens’ Memorial Center in 
Chicago, children with a strep in- 
fection often have swollen neck 
glands as well as a severe sore 
throat, and sometimes get fever, a 
stomachache or nausea and vom- 
iting. Often parents will notice their 
child has a sore throat without a 
stuffy nose or a cough, a sign that 
the problem may be caused by 
something other than a cold virus. 

“Of course, parents can't take 
the kids to the doctor every time 
there's a sore throat,” says 
Timothy J. Reichert, M.D., an 
ear/nose/throat specialist in St. 
Louis, Missouri. “So they’ve got to 
look at the whole child,” he says, 
suggesting parents look for signs 
of fatigue and general discomfort. 

But if there is any question, 
physicians recommend parents 
take their children to the pediatri- 
cian for a strep antigen test, which 
can offer information in half an 
hour. If the test is positive, the 
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child typically is given penicillin or 
a similar antibiotic for 10 days. If it 
is negative, physicians will usually 
take a throat culture, which takes 
24 to 48 hours, to make sure the 
infection is not present. 

Once the antibiotic treatment 
begins, children usually feel better 
within a day or two. It’s essential 
that they take a full 10 days of 
antibiotics, though, to prevent a 
recurrence of the infection that 
could develop into rheumatic 
fever. Some physicians will do a 
culture after the antibiotic therapy 
is completed, just to make sure the 


A 


treatment has been effective. 

As for siblings and other chil- 
dren who may have been exposed 
to the child with strep throat, 
some physicians recommend they 
also get a throat culture if they 
have suspicious symptoms. 

For everyone—children and 
parents alike— the experts say the 
best way to prevent strep throat is 
still to stick with the basics: eat a 
good diet, get lots of rest, and stay 
away from others with the infec- 
tion until they have been on an- 
tibiotics for 24 hours.

WHEN PARENTS AND 
KIDS COMPETE 


A parent, a child and a board 
game. It starts out fun—picking 
out the game pieces, a quick roll of 
the dice, $100 in play money here 


- and there. And the next thing you 


know, it's tense. 

If the child is winning, he may 
be gloating and off-putting to the 
others around him. If he's losing, 
he may be tearful and frustrated. 
And sometimes the parent doesn't 
handle the ups and downs any 
better than the child does. 

Such are the risks of parent- 
child competition, but experts say 
that if games and one-to-one 
sports are handled well, they can 
teach children sportsmanship, 
problem-solving, and the basics of 
learning to follow the rules. 

Parents have to go into a game 
—whether it’s a simple game of 
chance with a four-year-old or a

more strategic competition, such 
as chess with a 12-year-old—with 
an understanding that they are 
playing with someone who has an 
automatic age, skill and maturity 
disadvantage. And according to 
Michele Breckenridge, child de- 
velopment specialist at Discovery 
Toys in Martinez, California, the 
parents who should be the most 
careful about how they're com- 
peting are the ones who aren't get- 
ting enough time to play or relax 
in their own lives. 

Parents without their own recre- 
ational outlets, Breckenridge says, 
sometimes use the game as a re- 


_lease for their own tension, and 


they may have trouble seeing that 
the objective of the game is to give 
their child fun and excitement. 
“A lot of parents aren’t getting 
enough time for play—it’s part of 
today’s pace—so parents have to 
ask themselves, ‘What’s my objec- 
tive here?” Breckenridge says. 
She also suggests that parents 
try to look at their own behavior 


when they are playing a game and 
ask themselves what they are 
communicating to their children. 
“Try to keep the competition light, 
be willing to bend the rules for the 
child if you need to, stay flexible, 
and watch your kids to see how 
they’re reacting to the game,” 


Breckenridge says. 

Of course, as a child matures, 
there may be a time when he wants 
the challenge of playing against 
someone more skilled than him- 
self. “Gauge when he’s ready for a 
slam in ping-pong, for example,

and then if he misses it, watch his 
reaction to the loss to see if he's as 
ready as you thought for the tough 
challenges," Breckenridge sug 
gests. 

Deborah Feltz, a sports psycho- 
logist with the Youth Sports In- 
stitute at Michigan State University 
in East Lansing, suggests that par- 
ents give children a handicap right 
from the start. "If you have a height 
advantage in basketball, why start 
out with a score of 0 — 0? Start out 
giving the child 20 points," she 
says. One mother adapts that prin- 
ciple to other games as well, relin- 
quishing her queen in chess right 
from the start, or giving all the kids 
an extra $500 at the start of the 
Monopoly game. 

Feltz suggests that when a child 
does demand full, hold-nothing- 
back competition, parents should 
talk about the game afterwords. 
"Let him or her express his feel- 
ings about it," she says. 

Communication can happen 
during the game, too. Feltz watched 


a good friend play basketball with 
her nephew recently and was im- 
pressed with the way the friend of- 
fered a running commentary on 
the game as it was going on. “She 
focused on his technique, sug- 
gested obtainable goals and pointed 
out a lot of the good shots, all 
through the game,” Feltz says, 
adding that she feels that ap- 


‘proach is a lot more beneficial 


than focusing on the outcome 
alone. “And if you're playing ten- 
nis, it might be better just to keep 
the game cooperative, by seeing 
how long the two of you can keep 
the ball going, for example.” 
What about the child who doesn't 
handle victory well? Breckenridge 
suggests parents point out the win- 
ning behavior of Olympic stars as 
a good example, and also be sure 
that the parents themselves don't 
gloat with the pleasure of a win. 
Experts say that if a parent finds 
that nothing but a victory makes 
playing fun, then the parent 
shouldn't play with a child. “If 


you've got to beat your kids, take 
yourself out of the game,” says . 
Feltz.

LEARNING TO TALK: 
WHEN KIDS NEED HELP 


There’s almost nothing cuter 
than a toddler's baby talk, the 
sweet attempts at making lan- 
guage work and the special words 
only the family can understand. 
But often parents wonder if their 
child’s speech is progressing as it 
should, especially if they can under- 
stand another child more easily 
than they can their own. 

In early language development, 
there is a wide range of normal, 
says Judith Greenstate, pre-school 
speech and language advisor for 
the Los Angeles Unified School 
District. She says that parents 
often expect better-than-average

speech from their three-year-olds, 
who typically are capable only of 
basic communication. 

But if parents begin to notice 
that others cannot understand 
their child, they should seek eval- 
uation. "One of the main reasons 
children have trouble with sounds 
is a series of inner ear infections,” 
Greenstate explains. Sometimes 
the infections inhibit the child's 
ability to hear sounds. A pediatri- 
cian or speech and language thera- 
pist can evaluate the child to make

sure there is no hearing loss. If the 


child has suffered a hearing distur- 


bance, a language therapist may 
treat the child by bombarding him 
or her with developmentally appro- 
priate sounds to help him catch up. 

Children who are difficult to 
understand, and who have no 
hearing loss, should be evaluated 
to see what sounds they are mak- 
ing, omitting, substituting or add- 
ing. If they cannot form the 
sounds that are expected for 
children of their age, a series of 


play/activity/therapy sessions 
may be recommended. 

The question parents typically 
ask when speech therapy is 
recommended is, “Why shouldn't 
we just wait and see if he grows 
out of it?" Greenstate's response: 
"Why risk it?" 

Evaluating a child as soon as 
parents begin to wonder about a 
potential problem is likely to 
reduce their anxiety, she says. An 
evaluation can also gather infor- 
mation that may be helpful to a 
pre-school or kindergarten teach- 
er, even if speech therapy is not 
suggested. 

“If it is suggested to you that 
your child needs an evaluation, do 
it," Greenstate says. "Don't wait." 
Communication skills are essen- 


*tial to thinking, to social relation- 


ships, and to success in school— 
and early language problems 
sometimes develop into learning 
disabilities and other problems if 
help isn't received.

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DIAGNOSING 
DYSLEXIA 


Reading specialists don't 
agree on what dyslexia is, 
let alone how to test for it. 
For example, a recent study 
done by Frank Manis, a Uni- 
versity of Southern Califor- 
nia psychologist, finds that 
printing letters backward is 
often not, in itself, a cause 
for concern. Difficulty learn- 
ing the rhymed lyrics of 
songs, however, or not being 
able to catch on to the idea 
that “bat” rhymes with 
“са” may be an early wam- 
ing sign that there's a prob- 
lem. In any case, how a child 
reads and learns is affected 
by so many factors, and how 
difficulties aro perceived and 
handled can have such a pro- 
found affect on the child, 
either positive or negative, 
that it’s important to ap- 
proach the diagnosis of 
dyslexia with caution as well 
as openness. Start by con- 
sulting teachers and special- 
ists you trust.

On a spring afternoon in 1959 a group of boys in blue blazers wing by a reflec- 
ting pool opposite the chapel of the Blanton Boys Academy, a Southern prep 
school. These young men are impressionable in their adolescence—ready to 
grow from youth to manhood. Perfect Harmony, a new Disney Channel Pre- 
miere Film, captures this period of youth, when the seemingly most insignificant 


happening acquires great importance. 


Such is the case for Taylor Bradshaw (played 
by Justin Whalin), a popular student who is vy- 
ing for the honor of lead soloist in Blanton's 
prestigious choir. Taylor's strongest competitor 
is Paul Bain (David Faustino), a self-centered 
bully. But soon their attention is diverted by 
a new face on campus, that of Landy Allen 
(Eugene Byrd), an orphaned black teenager 
with a gift for playing the blues. 

As Landy and Taylor's mutual love of music 
draws them together, heightened racial ten- 
sions in the town threaten to destroy their 
friendship. Despite the ridicule Taylor receives 
for befriending a black, there is one person 
who supports Taylor's ideals: the school's new 
choirmaster, Derek Sanders, a Northerner. 
Much to the chagrin of Blanton’s conservative 
headmaster (played by Darren McGavin), 
Derek's influence on the boys goes far beyond 
the music he’s there to teach them. 

“There are many tender stages of youth,” 


— 


says two-time Emmy Award nominee Peter 
Scolari, who plays Derek Sanders. “But adoles- 
cence is the most significant in that young peo- 
ple are still questioning the values of their par- 
ents. As a teacher, Derek believes it’s his ob- 
ligation to encourage those questions, to show 
Taylor and the other boys they can change be- 
fore they become too rigid in thought.” 

It is not until a black boy, who has been 
denied access to the public swimming pool, 
drowns in the river that racial tensions come to 
a head. At the forefront of the black protest is 
Reverend Clarence Branch (played by Cleavon 
Little), who insists his congregation protest with 
peaceful resistance. “The characters and beliefs 
in this movie are close to the bone in me,” says 
Little. “I grew up in a Baptist church. I know 
what it’s like to not be allowed in a store in 
New York City. I’m very conscious of the in- 
equality that exists even today.”
